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The Commonwealth Games are finally over and Mel- 
bourne’s sporting life resumes as normal. It‘s was a dis- 
appointment that football did not have a place within 
the event, especially when you see some sports that are 
included.. While The Olympics have a place for the most 
popular game in the world, you would think that the 
Commonwealth Games would find a place for at least a 
5-a-side slot to match the likes of the Rugby Sevens. 


Football 5-a-side made its Paralympic debut at Athens 2004. 
The game was open to athletes with a visual impairment. 
Modifications to the normal rules included; a ball making a 
noise when it moves, sighted goalkeepers that act as team 
guides during the game, while the rest of the team uses eye 
patches and eyeshades, and there is no offside rule. 


Alas, Britain had no football representatives in the Para- 
lympics as they haven’t for the Olympics for decades, all 
because of the Great Britain or England, Wales, Scotland, 
Northern Ireland issue. England had qualified for the Para- 
lympics, but they would have required agreement from the 
other home nations to be able represent Great Britain, which 
was not been forthcoming. 


Great Britain last entered a team in 1972 for the Munich 
Olympic Games, but failed to qualify, losing out to Bul- 
garia. Britain had fielded an amateur team, in line with the 
then-Olympic rules. Fortunately for Bulgaria they were able 
to field virtually their World Cup line-up as the country had 
no professional footballers. 


To qualify for the national team the Olympics’ rules no lon- 
ger state that you have to be an amateur, now there’s an age 
restriction. All but three of the fielded eleven have to be

under the age of 23. This would mean that Wayne Rooney 
would be the only England starting 11 to be of age for Bei- 
jing 2008. Unfortunately for him, there is no plan or struc- 
ture for a British team in place to make this happen. 


Rooney’s best chance of lifting Olympic Gold would be as 
the one of three overage members that may appear at Lon- 
don 2012. FIFA has said that Britain should enter a team 
at the 2012 Olympics and that each home nation’s future 
of individual status will not be affected. The team can be 
mixed, or it can be from just one of the home nations, but 
the nations must agree with it. England and Northern Ire- 
land have said their players will be made available. Unfor- 
tunately the Scottish and Welsh Football Association do not 
trust Sepp Blatter, president of world’s football governing 
body. As they fear that Blatter may not be in power in 2012 
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and his successor may have other views. 


Britain would qualify automatically as Olympic hosts. But 
it is unlikely there will be a British Olympic football team 
beyond 2012, because no united British team plays in the 
European Under-21 Championships, which act as the quali- 
fying tournament. 


The complexities of Great Britain means that they will not 
be able to continually compete for Olympic Gold, despite 
surprisingly enough being ranked third on the Olympic 
Football medal list with two gold medals, albeit 1908 and 
1912. 


A poll realeased on Friday to guage the home nations sup- 
port of England in the upcoming World Cup surpringly 
showed that the majority of British fans will support Eng- 
land - with 76% of the Northern Irish, 83% of the Welsh 
and even 67% of Scots questioned would be happy to see 
the ‘auld enemy’ do well. If the fans are able to break the 
home nation fears and barriers, then so should the FAs and 
allow Great Britain to be represented by either of the home 
nation’s teams. 

That’s why the Commonwealth Games would have been 
ideal for football, as they do not present any complications 
as England, Scotland and Wales would have been compet- 
ing as a home nations anyway. However, understandably, 
looking at the list of competing nations, aside from perhaps 
England and Scotland, football is not their biggest sport and 
therefore has not surprisingly been overlooked. Either way, 
Australia would have probably taken the gold anyway.

This week belongs to the Premier League 
coaches as they all managed to keep their 
jobs for another week. It has always amazed 
me how out of all the sports played all over 
the world, soccer is renowned for being un- 
forgiving to coaches who may get two or 
three bad results on the trot. 


AFL clubs tolerate a spate of bad results and 
actually reward their coaches for failure with 
sizeable pay packets each week. Not so in soc- 
cer, the term “MUST WIN” takes on a new 
meaning, and coaches whose teams are not 
performing are hung out to dry. 


I have seen coaches lose their jobs after a de- 
feat where the team’s strikers have missed pen- 
alties and open goals from two feet, the irony 
being that if these chances were taken, the 
coach would still be employed.

It’s sure to be a sell out and one player who will 
possibly playing for the Greek National team 
is George Samaras, who plays for Manchester 
City.

The new rulings regarding the off side rule is 
certainly causing the noise levels at matches, 
and unsavoury comments to referees and their 
assistants to increase. It’s a very simple rule, in 
that a player will not be deemed to be off side 
until he has actually touched the ball. 


A common scenario is that a player may be 
offside by three meters, be sent through a long 
ball and he chases it down. 


Common crowd reaction is “offside Lines- 
man!” 


However, the referee does not whistle for off 
side until the player actually touches the ball, 
and this can take as long as three seconds, 
hence the increased “encouragement” to the 
match officials!

MATCH REPORT 


In the opening round of State League Division 
One for season 2006, sister clubs St Albans 
Saints hosted sister club, North Geelong War- 
riors.

no less than seven players on the Warriors list 
having represented the Saints at same stage of 
their careers. It was the home side that took 
the early ascendancy with their forwards 
benefiting from St Albans’ dominance on the 
flanks from Loncaric and Medugorac. North 
looked lethargic and were punished midway 
through the opening half after a cross from the 
left bounced through the defence and a slight 
flick from former Knights player Milan Batur, 
was enough to see the ball diverted past for- 
mer Saints legend, Marijan Vunderl in goals. 
St Albans had the better of the first half but 
neither team created many clear cut chances 
before the break. 


The second half saw the Warriors fight back 
and they started to play the type of passing 
football that they are capable of. This early 
pressure paid dividends as a quickly taken 
free kick from the right by captain Trupkovic 
caught St Albans off guard and Adrian Cer- 
vinski was able to find the back of the net with 
a deflected poke that looped over the keeper. 
St Albans was a far cry of their first half 
display and were on the back foot for most 
of the 2nd half. The Warriors took the lead 
through another former Knight, Tony Saric, 
whose glancing header from a Cvitkovic cross 
proved to be the winner. The Saints picked up 


the tempo towards the end of the match and 
had a fantastic opportunity to claim a late 
point from close range but the substitute was 
unable to cover himself with glory and shot 
wide at the near post.

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$3000 A-LEAGUE FARCE REVISITED 


It seems my article two weeks 
about the $3,000 dollar transfer 
fee payed out by A-League clubs 
to Australia’s lower league clubs, 
has caused quiet a stir on a few 
soccer forums . Unfortunately, my 
sources were inaccurate about the 
$3,000 maximum compensation 
fee paid out by A-League fran- 
chises to the lower league clubs, 
and I sincerely apologise for any 
inaccuracies stated in the article. 


We tried to contact the FFA on the 
Clarification of the first year rule, but 
till now we have got no response. 


It still seems that there has been a 
lot of confusion and mixed mes- 
sages with this issue all round. So 
Goal Weekly went to seek out clari- 
fication from Victory’s own Media 
Manager Tony Ising, who candidly 
discusses the mechanics of the cur- 
rent A-League transfer rules, and the 
whole Archie Thompson transfer af- 
fair exclusively to “Goal Weekly!” 


“The $3,000 compensation fee was 
devised by FIFA (not the FFA and 
not the FFV) to PROTECT clubs 
who develop young talent. It means 
that an UNCONTRACTED player 
under the age of 23 cannot be bought 
for free. There must be a transfer of 
$3,000 to the developing club.” 


“If the under 23 player is UNDER 
CONTRACT, then the usual rules 
of engagement apply and the buying 
and the selling club are free to nego- 
tiate any transfer fee they see fit. If 
a Vodafone Cup club has a superstar 


19 year old, and they have him on 
a 3 year contract, they might want 
to set a transfer fee of $100,000. 
They may rather keep him than sell 
him, and set a prohibitive fee to de- 
ter prospective buyers. No one can 
force the club to release a contracted 
player.” 


Melbourne Victory’s Tony Ising 


“Players over the age of 23 who 
are not under contract are free to be 
transferred without any compensa- 
tion. However, any over 23 player 
under contract would also be up for 
negotiation between the two clubs.” 


Ising further adds, that “Victory” 
never became an obstacle for Archie 
Thompsons’ ambitions. Stating un- 
equivocally, that Thompson was the 
highest paid Australian to ever to 
play in the local competition. 


“As for the Archie Thompson situa- 
tion, we take great exception to the 
allegation that Melbourne Victory 
is an “unscrupulous club” which 


“blatantly flaunted” the Bosman rul-

ing. 


“Archie Thompson was_ indeed 
picked up by Melbourne on a free 
transfer. However, the club had 
committed to a 4 year contract 
which was the largest contract ever 
in the history of Australian football 
for an Australian player playing in 
Australia.” 


“Due to the fact that the Hyundai A- 
League season finished in February, 
Archie was concerned that he would 
not be match fit when the World 
Cup came around. Hence his agent 
pursued contacts in Europe, includ- 
ing PSV, to try and get Archie a loan 
deal after the Hyundai A-League 
season had ended.” 


“The deal which was initially of- 
fered by PSV was completely un- 
acceptable for Melbourne Victory, 
as the 6 month loan agreement (for 
which Victory would be compensat- 
ed $0) came with an option to pur- 
chase at a pre-arranged figure which 
was grossly below what Archie is 
currently worth (remembering that 
he could be worth much more after 
the World Cup). Keep in mind, also, 
that PSV is a G14 club, so any sug- 
gestion that they could not afford 
market rates for Archie is simply ri- 
diculous.“ 


“All Melbourne Victory wanted was 
the right to negotiate a transfer fee at 
the conclusion of his 6 month loan 
— not at the commencement of the 
loan. We didn’t think this was too 


much to ask for a player who we 
considered wasn’t even for sale.” 


“A revised offer came through which 
again came with a pre-arranged 
transfer fee, however this time the 
dollar figure offered was much clos- 
er to Archie’s market value, and so 
we agreed to let him go.” 


Tony goes on to say. 


“Melbourne Victory always sup- 
ported Archie’s Socceroo ambitions. 
We were happy for him to go on a 
6 month loan AT NO COST. We 
lost him for some of the most vital 
matches of the season, and it could 
be argued (having finished less than 
2 games outside the final 4) that the 
club’s finals chances were sacrificed 
for Archie’s personal ambition. On 
this basis, the club refutes in the 
strongest possible way any allega- 
tion that we acted outside Archie’s 
best interests. If Archie returns to 
Melbourne after his loan and PSV 
decide not to buy him, Melbourne 
Victory would receive $0. Not one 
cent for having released a player for 
six months to fulfil a personal ambi- 
tion.” 


“At the end of the day, we could 
have said no to the loan and no to the 
transfer option and Archie would be 
sitting at home twiddling his thumbs. 
But the club did the right thing by 
the player, and we are the only party 
who stands to receive nothing out of 
the deal.”

WAVERLEY WANDERERS DOING A WIGAN 


Kennedy has managed to retain nearly 
all of the squad from last year. Joining 
these players are goalkeeper Jim Kour- 
tis from Kingston City, strikers Andrew 
Strapelias, formerly of Kingston, Mark 
Panagis from Northcote, and former 
Wanderers Nick Gidas, Evan Rontoy- 
annis, and Perry Kapetanas who return 
to the club after a year’s absence. 


Kennedy speaks with enthusiasm about 
the new acquisitions: “Stropsy (Strapelias) 
is a big strong boy. One of the best shield- 
ers of the ball I’ve seen for a long time. 
Great target man. Mark Panaghis scored 
14 goals last year in Division one. He’s 
going to score goals at this level.” 


Assistant coach Rellos, a former player 
and assistant coach at division two club 
Stonnington City, is also impressed with 
what he has seen of the Waverley first 
team squad. He says, “The training ses- 
sions that we’re putting in and the pace 
that the boys are playing at the moment, 
I think we’re a top half of the table team. 
Where? I can’t tell you. There is no way 


in the world we’re going to get relegated. 
We’re going to give it a bit of a shake if all 
the boys stick together.” 


Kennedy is reluctant to make any pre- 
dictions. Although satisfied that his team 
will be well prepared, he believes that the 
competition this year will be unpredict- 
able and throw up many surprise results. 
He says, “You can’t go into this league and 
say we'll win this league or we’ll win 18 
games. This league is totally different from 
last year’s league, which was very much a 
‘British’ league with your Dovetons and 
Sandringhams etc. This year there’s quite 
a lot of derbies so there’s going to be a lot 
more tension. A lot of, I’m sure, anxious 
moments when Stonnington play Waver- 
ley or South Springvale versus Waverley, 
Clifton Hill versus Waverley. So there’s 
lots of derbies.” 


Kennedy also expects last year’s front run- 
ners in the division, Cranbourne Comets 
and Doncaster Rovers to mount strong 
challenges again.

He believes “It could turn out to be a very 
even league, with no single team breaking 
from the pack.”
